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SUMMARY 



The 1972 Session of the General Assembly was distinguished by its actions in con- 
tinuing the strong support shown in recent years in providing higher education opportunity 
and excellence. 

The State's colleges and universities, in keeping with a tradition of public service, 
will continue to accept and meet the challenge which a commitment of public resources 
imposes. The higher education community is striving to improve the quality of education, 
while broadening the base of opportunity for it. Innovations at all levels are producing a 
highly diversified but coordinated sysTem of higher education benefiting, either directly or 
indirectly, every citizen of Virginia. Student enrollments are increasing commensurately 
with expanded educational opportunities, as is demonstrated by the projected increase in 
enrollment of 23.7 percent during the 1972-74 Biennium over the 1970-72 Biennium. 

NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN The 1972 General Assembly granted independent status to 
HIGHER EDUCATION George Mason University and Mary Washington College fol- 

lowing recommendation of this action by the Board of Visitors 
of the University of Virginia and the State Council of Higher Education. In addition, 
Norfolk State College was provided authority to grant the Master's Degree at such time as 
specific degree programs are granted approval by the State Council of Higher Education. 
Also, of significance was the transfer, based on legislation passed by an earlier session of 
the General Assembly, of Patrick Henry and Eastern Shore Branch Colleges of the University 
of Virginia to the Community College System, effective July 1, 1971. 

APPROPRIATIONS FOR The appropriations for institutions of higher education arepro- 

HIGHER EDUCATION vided from two basic sources - the General Fund of the Com- 

monwealth and the special funds of the institutions. The dis- 
tinctions between the General Fund and special funds are the source or origin of the reve- 
nues credited to each and, in some respects, the functions the funds support. The General 
Fund is derived from the tax revenues of the Commonwealth which provide support not only 
to higher education, but also to other services provided by the State. Special funds are 
derived from what are commonly referred to as "use taxes" since they are paid by the user 
for services provided directly to him. Examples of such revenues are Federal grants, student 
fees, room and board fees, and other institutional charges. An additional distinction is 
that special funds generated by an institution are only applied to the requirements of that 
institution. The increasing demands of all State services, including higher education, for 
tax revenues from the Genera! Fund underscores the significance of the continued increas- 
ing fiscal support afforded higher education in Virginia. 

APPROPRIATION FOR Total appropriations for the operating expenses of all institu- 

OPERATING EXPENSES tions, affiliated agencies, and other higher education related 

activities were $761 , 970, 970 for the 1972- 74 Biennium, an 
increase of 38. 9 percent overthoseof the previous Biennium. Of this amount, $391,084,640, 
or 51 .3 percent, was from the Genera! Fund, representing a 36.3 percent increase in the 
General Fund appropriations *or the new Biennium. The operating activities of an institution 
of higher education are normal ly 'eparated into the three categories of Educational and Gen- 
eral Activities, Student Aid, and Auxiliary Enterprises. Educational and General includes 
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the instruction, research, and public service activities of an institution or agency, as well 
as the necessary supporting activities of general administration, student services, general 
expense, libraries, and physical plant maintenance and operation. Sponsored Programs are 
those Educational and General Activities, such as research or pub! ic service, which are 
funded entirely from non-state sources, primarily the Federal Government or private founda- 
tions. Student Aid funds are specifically appropriated for scholarships, fellowships, and 
other Forms of student assistance such as loans. Auxiliary Enterprises are operated by an 
institution for the purpose of providing services of a non-educational nature to students, 
faculty, and staff. These enterprises are generally operated on a self-supporting basis and 
include such services as dormitories and dining halls. Appropriations for 1972-74, as sepa- 
rated into the three categories, were as follows: 



1 . Educational and General - $679,599,930 of which 
$378,078,330, or 55.6 percent, was from the General 
Fund. 

2. Student Aid - $13,347,310 of which $13,006,310, or 
97.4 percent, was from the General Fund. 

3. Auxiliary Enterprises - $69,023,730, all of which was 
from special funds. 



APPROPRIATIONS FOR Total appropriations for capital outlay construction and plan- 

CAPITAL OUTLAY nina at institutions of higher education and their affiliated 

agencies were $76,502,280. Of this amount $67,953,810, or 
88.8 percent, was provided from the General Fund. 



APPROPRIATIONS FOR Included in the total appropriations previously summarized 

SUPPLEMENTAL AID under the categories of Educational and General and Student 

TO HIGHER EDUCATION Aid were a number of items referred to as supplemental aid 

items for higher education. Notable among these was an in- 
crease from $420,000 in 1970-72 to $781,900 in 1972-74 to match institutional endowment 
support for attracting and retaining eminent scholars. Also of note was a sum of $250,000 
appropriated for continuing certain projects to develop a coordinated system of library ser- 
vices in Virginia higher education. In addition, $258,300 was made available for State 
Technical Services, a program to encourage technological innovation as applied to business, 
industry, commerce, and government. A significant and new development in Virginia was 
the action taken by the General Assembly to provide assistance to Virginia residents attend- 
ing private nonsectarian colleges and universities. To provide such assistance, a sum of 
$750, 000 was appropriated for 1972-74.
